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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1. 17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/30/04 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 11-14 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse on 3/08/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JENKINS et al. (US Patent No. 3,9085,133). Jenkins discloses a syringe pump with an optical 
speed sensor that measures the rotational speed of the motor and an arrangement, including a 
comparator, for detecting a fall in the speed and stopping the motor and sounding an alarm in 
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response to the change in speed. See col. 23, line 65 - col. 24, line 12. The speed sensor is 
dependent on the speed of the motor and detection of fall in motor speed times the intervals 
between pulses of the speed sensor. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant argues that while Jenkins discloses drive pulses supplied to a counter as well as 
pulses from the motor shaft to reset the counter, Jenkins does not time the interval between 
pulses to determine a fall in the motor speed (remarks, pg. 5; received 12/30/04). The examiner 
disagrees because the counter provides the interval timer between shaft pulses. The time 
between shaft pulses is timed by the counter until the counter is either reset or overflows, 
stopping the motor.
